REGARDING ARMS | 
NOW AVAILABLE 


Applications for Permits Are Being 
Received by Local Authorities 


In view of the fact that consider- 
able uncertainty exists in the public 
mind as to the new regulations re- 
garding the carrying of firearms, M 
or G. L, Jennings, ‘superintendent 
“G" division of the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police, has issued a sum- 
mary of the amended law, and is 
distributing it through the district in 
response to inquiries. 

Applications for permits to carry or 
possess firearms are now coming in 
from all parts of the district, says 
Supt. Jennings. A desire to observe 
the law is manifest in most cases, he 
states, but a good many of the people 
in the country sections are unfamil- 
jar with the requirements now laid 
down under the criminal cede. The 
main points, as authorized by the 
superintendent, are as follows: 

A British subject who had in his 
possession a shot gun prior to the pass- 
ing of the amendment, July, 1920, does 
not require a permit for it. He does 
require a permit for any other arms 
in his possession, including shot guns 
which may have been purchased since 
July, 1920. 

An alien requires a permit for ‘all 
arms in his possession. 

A special permit is required in or- 
der to carry upon the person a revolv- 
er or other offensive weapon. 

Permits can be granted under the 
act by any commissioned officer of the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police, by 
the superintendent of the Alberta 
Provincial Police, by a stipendiary, 
district, or police magistrate or sher- 
iff, or chief constable of any city or 
incorporated town. 

The party granting the permit must 
be satisfled as to the good character 
of the applicant, and that he is a fit 
and proper person to be allowed to 
have arms in his possession. 

These permits are good for a term 
not exceeding twelve months from the 
date of issue. They shall not be 
good or have any force or effect be- 
‘yond the limits within which the 
person granting the same has juris- 
diction or has power to exercise the 
duties of the office. 

Such permit may be cancelled at 
any time by competent authority for 
cause. Such permit shall carry there- 
on the name of maker, registered 
number, general description of each 
arm covered by such permit. 

Parties living within incorporated 
cities and towns should apply to the 
chief constable of such incorporation. 
Those living outside such incorpora- 
tion should apply to the nearest sti- 
pendiary or police magistrate. Those 
who are not in touch with a resident 
magistrate should apply to the near- 
est officer of the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police, or to the superinten- 
dent of the Alberta Provincial Police,

ELIMINATE | AL 
MILITARY IDEAS 
FROM TRAINING 


This May Mean Break Between. Dept. 
of Education and Strathcona Trust 


Edmonton, March 2.—At Wednes- 
day morning's session of the commit- 
tee discussing the Alberta public 
school course, it was decided to 
recommend a differentiation of sub- 
jects for all schools in seventh and 
eighth grades. This, if adopted by 
the department, will provide optional 
studies In those grades, which will 
count in examination for high school 
entrance. It will also mean changes 
in high school course, providing for 
more options there. Among the pub- 
lic school options suggested were 
agriculture, commercial and house- 
hold arts. 

Another radical move made by the 
committee was to recommend the 
entire elimination of everything hav- 
ing military savor from the public 
school physical training course. Mem- 
bers of the committee seemed unani- 
mous on this point, and if the recom- 
mendation is made effective it was 
pointed out that it would probably 
mean a break between the Alberta 
department of education and the 
Strathcona Trust, which has for some 
years contributed to the cost of 
school cadet instruction. 

The committee thus far has deter- 
mined fundamental studies for public 
school grades from 1 to 6 as follows: 

Arithmetic, English (readitg, his- 
tory, civics, spelling and composition), 


writing, elementary science (geog- 
raphy and nature study). Secondary 
studies include physical training, 
hygiene, industrial arts and music. 


The recommendation of the com- 
mittee with respect to music was that 
in the earlier grades special attention 
should be given to note singing and 
community singing. It was suggested 
that a book of songs be prepared for 
the course. . 

This afternoon the committee is 
working on the framing of sugges- 
tions for material in the proposed 


; optiohal courses for grades seven and 


eight, which will be dealt with by a 
committee of professionals later on.

In a reported’ interview with) Mr.

In fact, 
they considered that its adoption is 
vital. to the live stock industry of 
Western Canada. 

WHAT SCHEME ENTAILED 

The scheme would entajl-the estab- 
Nshment of killing and chilling sta- 
tions, and a fast system of transporta- 
tion in: specially constricted cars. 
Suitable care were already in opera- 
tion by Swift's and,others on the 
other side of the line. Jn addition, 
the scheme would necessitate proper 
storage facilities. in Britain in order 
that the meat might be placed on the 


market {n a proper condition, and 
when required. 
Mr. Spurrell stated that, at the 


present time, there was no steady 
market for production. A stockman 
might strfke the market with a car- 
load of indifferent cattle, that was 
only half finished, and get 8c for it; 
while the following day another man, 
with. high grade stuff, might only re- 
coive 71%4c. Such conditions as those, 
he said, were, of course, unsatisfac- 
tory, and that would be one of the 
things the the proposed scheme would 
overcome. 

Mr. Smith stated that stockmen of 
the west had come to the definite 
conclusion that something would have 
to be done to remedy many of the 
problems of stock growing, or they 
would simply be driven out of the 
business. 

Incidentally, it wab stated that Brit- 
ain last year imported more than one 
million ewts. of chilled and frozen 
meat, and that there was an ever in- 


creasing market there for the chilled 


article. 
. OF NO HELP ie 

Referring to the embargo, Mr. 
Spurrell stated that even if this were 
lifted it would not help the western 
stockmen, and it could not be said 
with any degree of certainty that 
there would be a market for Cana- 
dian stocker cattle. He stated that 
when freight rates were low it) had 
cost from $25 to $30 a head from Cal- 
gary’ to Liverpool with feed and at- 
tendance in addition. Then there 
would be the possibility of 30 days’ 
quarantine. Of course, freights had 
advanced considerably in the mean- 
time. With the prices that might 
be obtained for the cattle it would 
not leave the grower any profit, and 
as farasthe British people were con- 
cerned, it would have to be proved 
if the lifting of the embargo would 
make meat half a cent a _ pound 
cheaper to the consumer. 

Asked as to the cost of the propos- 
ed scheme, Mr. Spurrell stated that 
they were as yet only In the primary 
stage of the matter ang had not work- 
ed out details. It would undoubtedly 
run into the millions. 

A GROWERS’ MOVEMENT 

He stated that it was a growers’ 
movement and had been suggested to 
get the stockmen a better deal. At 
the moment he could not say whether 
the scheme would be directed 
through the U.F.A. or whether a 
company would be formed to carry 


| out the. proposition. 


Both Mr. Spurrell and Mr. Smith 
pointed to the fact that*ample feed 
would be grown in Alberta for finish- 
ing purposes, and in this connection 
they pointed to the enormous possi- 
bilities of sunflower silage. That in 
itself, they stated, would solve that 
particular problem, more especially in 
the dry districts of the province.

POLITICAL REVIEW 


The past week in the political world 
has passed without any sensational 
developments. The new British Min- 
ister of Agriculture was defeated by 
the electors on the Canadian cattle 
embargo question, but otherwise the 
British Government continues to 
grapple with its probleims. 

The Dominion Parliament has pass- 
ed out of the debate on the address 
Stage, and has begun to get down to 
actual business. 

Manitoba Legislators are still talk- 
ing on the reply to the address from 
the throne, and doing very little busi- 
ness yet. 

The Alberta Legislature is suffering 


the effects of the speedy disposal of 
the revly to the address. It seemed 
commendable at the time that this 


formality should be disposed of in 24 
ininutes. But, alas for the undeliver- 
ed speeches, the members are work- 
ing this oratory out of their systems 
now on the natural resources ques- 
tion and little progress is being made 
on legislation. 
NATURAL RESOURCES 

Everybody is agreed that the prov- 
ince should have its natural resources. 
It is not creditable that legislators 
should spend days scrapping 
like school boys as to who is entitled 
to the most credit in the negotiations 
which up to date have all been futile. 
It is time to get down to business on 
the subject. Evidently, the question 
js not all one-sided and can only be 


ag a a co a a ns 


settled by the most careful delibera- 
tions of the various provinces and 
principles involved in joint conference. 
The exact action that Alberta may 
take has gone over into another 
week. The present situation between 
the Dominion and the Province does 
not seem to be any too clearly defined 
by the government. 


EDUCATIONAL DISPUTE 


The question of the Teachers’ Al- 
liance has found its way into the Leg- 
islature and developed into open war- 
fare between Hon. G. P. Smith, Min- 
ister of Education, and W. M. David- 
son, member for North Calgary, and 
editor of the Marning Albertan. 

The situation is serious. Calgary 
teachers are threatening to go on 
strike this week. It is regrettable 
that the Dept. had not been able to get 
the matter cleared up in the early 
stages of the dispute; the teachers now 
seem to have the impression that the 
Minister is antagonistic. The dispute 
may have far-reaching effects, poli- 
tically, before it is finished. 


GOVERNMENT MAJORITY 25 


The division on the King amend- 
ment in the Dominion House came 
Thursday night at a late hour. The 
government was sustained by a major- 
ity of 25, which was fully ten more 
than had been predicted by the wise 
ones. The result has only had the 
effect of strengthening the govern- 
ment’'s position; all the flurry and loss 
of time and effort has not brought to 
ne Opposition anything. The Agrar- 
fan party lined up with the Opposition 
on the vote, although not agreeing 
with all the sentiments expressed. 

It is probable that the government 
will continue to carry on, and very 
unlikely that there will be any gen- 
eral election for over a year yet. Cabi- 
net reconstruction appears to be an 
uncertainty. 


“PRESIDENT HARDING” NOW . 


The White House has.passed into 
new hands. President Wilson, that 
was, is now plain Woodrow Wilson. 
After eight years of most strenuous 
public. life, covering some of the most 
strenuous days in the history of the 
world, Mr. Wilson went out of the 
White House last week, broken in 
health, even requiring assistance to 
descend the steps of the official home. 
History will rate him as one of the 
big men of the world. 

The transfer of authority was ac- 
companied by all the usual ceremon- 
ies. We are mainly interested in the 
international attitude of the new 
president. In his inaugural he stated 
that the U.S. “seeks no part in direct- 
ing the destinies of the old world,” 
and is unwilling to become “entangl- 
ed” in European politics. Neverthe- 
less, he expressed willingness to as- 
sociate with the other nations of the 
world in seeking an agreement for the 
reduction of armanient, in suggesting 
plans for mediation, conciliation and 
arbitration, in clarifyng the laws of 
international relationship and in estab- 
lishing world court for the disposition 
of justiceable questions. 

Time alone will tell..

Mackenzie King Amendment Defeated Early Th 
Showing 446 to 91. 


Ottawa, March 4.—The vote onthe! — 


King amendment for an election came 
shortly after, 4 o’clock this morning. 
It was defeated by a vote of 116 to 
91, a government majority of 25. The 
Campbell amendment had been pre- 
viously defeated. 

The Campbell resolution calling for 
recess until after census and redis- 
tribution, went down without a word 
in its behalf, neither mover nor sec- 
onder being in the house. 

Voting on the, King amendment 
brought a solid lineup of Liberals and 
Progressives’ supporting the amend- 
ment.

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PRESBYTERIANS 
ARE PROSPERING 


Rev. W. G. McKechnie was appoint- 
ed Moderator of the Red Deer Presby- 
tery at its meeting in Red Deer last 
week. 

Rev. W. G. McKechnie, Rev. J. S.

Dr. Michael Clark’s 


Eloquence in Commons 


HOLDS HOUSE OVER TWO HOU RS—DISCUSSES' TARIFF, 


FREE 


TRADE AND GRAIN PROBE 


Ottawa, March 2.—A speech by Dr. 
Michael Clark, of Red Deer, Alberta, 
is always an event in the house: of 
commons, It cannot be said that the 
doctor, aS an unyielding free trader 
who never neglects an opportunity to 
make public profession of his faith, 
has much of a following, but he has a 
great mastery of language, a know- 
ledge of political history, particularly 
of English political history, and an 
undoubted eloquence which never 
fails to fill the chamber when word 
goes around that he is “up.” And he 
rarely disappoints. Even the most 
critical usually pay him the great com- 
pliment of comparing any speech of 
his to some other of his own speeches 
considered greater or lesser. As a 
parliamentary orator there are few 
others who can be summoned up to 
furnish comparisons. 

The greater part of his speech yes- 
terday was tuken up with a criticism 
of a speech delivered in the house last 
session by the present premier, which 
dealt with the history and results of 
free trade in Great Britain. Dr. Clark 
did not like this speech, which was 
miainly directed at him at the time it 
wes delivered, and he has apparently 
been brooding over it ever since. 
Yesterday he elaborated at length on 
the doctrine of Adam Smith that an 
excess of imports over exports was 
a proof of a country's commercial 
and fiscal soundness, and not neces- 
sarily an adverse balance of trade. In 
Great Britain they had such a_ so- 
called adverse balance in 1850, just 
as Canada had before 1896, yet in 
both cases great prosperity followed. 

SOLOMON FREE TRADER 

An excess of imports becomes ad- 
verse when it represents borrowings 
curried too far. Probably the great 
triumph of the doctor was when he 
proved, to his own satisfaction, at any 
rete, that Solomon, the wisest man 
who ever lived, was a free trader. 

t:@ chided the prime minister for 
“nailing the protectionist flag to the 
mast for life’; but, Dr. Clark added— 
Mr. Meighen joining in the laughter— 
“any man who can change his mind 
three times in six months on the 
luxury tax is quite capable of chang- 
ing his mind in regard to the tariff.” 

At the outset of his address, Dr. 
Clark said he wished ‘to extend his 
sympathy and congratulation to the 
Jast speaker, F. Bolton, Lisgar, Man. 
Mr. Bolton, Dr. Clark said, had lost 
three sons during the war and since 
that time had had to face other great 
lesses. He had proved himself in his 
troubles a true Canadian, and had 
shown that his sons, who had given 
their lives for the empire, had behind 
them splendid family traditions. 

To the previous speaker, Mr. Hay, 
of Selkirk, Dr. Clark said he appeared 
to have been bred in the true old Tory 
school. Mr. Hay believed in the home 
market, in which connection he was 
somewhat like the man who bred carp 
yind cats but he found that the home 


SD 


market was. the only one which exis- 
ted for him. 

“We believe,” said Dr. Clark, “in a 
larger martket than that.” 

The member for Red Deer congratu- 
Jated the prime minister on his acqui- 
sition of his present position, and also 
congratulated the mover and seconder 
of the address on their splendid 
speeches. Mr. McKelvie, in moving 
the address, Dr. Clark continued, had 
urged protection for the apple indus- 
try of Yale, B.C. 


DIFFERENCE IN VIEW 


That plea illustrated the difference 
between the view of the protectionist 
and that of the progréssives. The 
protectionist’s view was sectional; 
the view of those opposed to protec- 
tion was national, 

“Mr. McKelvie’s interest,” said Dr. 
Clark, “is in making apples dear. Mine 
is in making them cheap.” 

“We have the true national policy,” 
Dr. Clark added, “the national policy 
as applied to protection is a mis- 
nomer.” 


Tha member for Red Deer had 
hearty praise for the government’s 
handling of the returne] soldier prob- 
lem, and could not agree that it had 
no mandate, but on the whole he was 
rather critical of many of its efforts. 
He was also critical of the amendment 
of the member for The Pas, although 
he intimated that he would vote for 
both amendments. He suggested that, 
judging by recent by-elections, Cana- 
da would be face to face with the 
problem of minority rule, and pro- 
posed that the premier should con- 
sider the advisability of trying out 
proportional representation and the 
single transferable vote in single 
member ridings. Dr. Clark spoke for 
two hours and a quarter, and was gen- 
erously applauded by all three parties 
who admire his eloquence and ability 
whether they agree with his econom- 
ics or not. 


IMPARTIAL SPEECH 

Apart from the fiscal question upon 
which he is never more than a 
doctrinary, Dr. Clark's speech was 
marked by a great degree of impar- 
tiality. 

Dr. Clark agreed with the statement 
in the speech from the throne that 
there was less unrest in Canada than 
in, possibly, any other belligerent 
country. He attributed this fact to 
three factors: first, the high charac- 
ter of the men sent to the front; 
second, efforts made on the part of 
employers of labor to keep positions 
open for returned men, and in this 
being supported by the administra- 
tion; third, the fact that in no country 
in the world had the man who wished 
better opportunities to live his own 
life and to work out his own temporal 
and material prosperity. 

The speech from the throne had 
mentioned investigation into old age 
pensions and unemployment _insur- 
ance, but from the government side

of the house had come requests for an 
investigation of which the speech 
from the throne made no mention. 
The request was a very peculiar one. 
It was for a commission to inquire 
and investigate the grain business of 
Canada. At first sight, the request 
would appear to be an unrehearsed 
and unprinted portion of the speech 
from the throne. 

Second thoughts, however, would 
lead one to think that the theme 
would have found a more fitting place 
in the opposition motion calling for 
censure of the government. 

“If the grain business is wrong,” 
asked Dr. Clark, “who is responsible 
for it? The government has been in 
power since 1911, and we have had 
grain legislation since before this 
time. 

“Sir George Foster, minister of 
trade and commerce, is absolutely 
responsible for the grain laws that 
prevail, and there is a grain commis- 
sion in existence. The proposal is 
that we should appoint one govern- 
ment commission to inquire why ano- 
ther government commission is not 
doing its duty. If we do not know 
that the first commission is doing its 
duty, how do we know that the second 
commission will do its duty?” 


Dr. Clark prophesied that if a grain 
investigation commission were  ap- 
pointed, its proceedings would be very 
protracted. Its reports would not 
likely be submitted until the succes- 
sors of the present parliament were 
doing business. 

“IT think,” he said, “we had better 
leave the findings and the investiga- 
tions to our successors.” 


He had lIttle sympathy 
Campbell sub-amendment — people 
who try to sit: between two stools 
often found themselves occupying a 
more lowly position. He proposed to 
support the opposition amendment, 
but he was not satisfied with it.

DISEASE IN RUSSIA 


The London Spectator prints in a 
recent number some observations on 
the medical situation in Russia, by a 
Russian physician who has served for 
two years under the Bolshevist govern- 
ment. It is a gloomy and distressing 
picture. In theory the state supplies 
free medical aid to everyone, but the 
service is both inadequate anq ineffi- 
cient. The older and better-trained 
doctors are mostly gone—dead or es- 
eaped from Russia. The communal 
doctors—and they are all communal 
doctors now, since no one can practice 
independently—are almost all young, 
ill-trained men. Many of them are 
only medical students, or men without 
degrees, who as doctors’ 


ledge, 


among the most famous in the world, 
are broken up, and there is little op- 
portunity for systematic medical edu- 
cation. There is a serious lack of 
drugs, 80 that even when the doctor is 
competent to diagnose a case and pres- 
cribe for it the proper medicine is 
rarely to be had. Owing to the scarc- 
ity of fuel, warm baths are virtually 
impossible. Even in the ‘hospitals 
the is no hot water for washing the 
soiled bed linen. 


But nearly all of the disease in 
Russia comes from the exhaustion of 
hunger. The soviet authorities have 
ordered an extra ration of food to sick 
persons, but it ‘amounts only to a 
pound or two of flour or a little*tinned 
food and can be had only once a 
month. Often, after going through alk 
the red tape necessary to receive it, 
the patient finds that there is simply 
none to be had. 


The situation in Petrograd is the 
worst. Both the water supply and the 
drainage system have broken down. 
The bodies of dead animals lie un- 
buried in the streets. Epidemics of 
typhus, of influenza, of smallpox, 
waste the dwindling population. The 
authorities try to disinfect the infect- 
ed house, but they do it bungingly 
and are without some of the most 
necessary disinfectants. The situation 
is entirely beyond their control. , 

The state of things not only is hor- 
rible but carries a constant menace to 
the health of the world. One of the 
causes of the social and political dis- 
integration that brought about the 
collapse of European civilization fif- 
teen hundred years ago was the suc 
cession of pestilences that swept out 
the heart of Asia and carried away 
millions of the population. We are 
much better prepared to face such a 
peril than the Roman Empire was, but 
there is a constant danger that plag- 
ues will breed in the filth and famine 
of the decaying Russian cities, break 
across the border gto the only less 
favorable soil of Poland and Austria 
and spread thence all over Europe. 

Those who are sympathetic with 
the soviet government assert that the 
unwillingness of tha Western na- 
tions to recognize and trade with it is 
the cause of its unhappy condition. 
Others blame the incapacity of the 
Bolsheviki for the lack of food and 
transportation in a country that Is 
potentially able to produce all the 
wheat and coal and iron it needs. 
The complete breakdown of the old

Russia, But it is impossible to es- 
cape from the conclusion that, if the 
Bolshevist regime hag not begun by 
deliberately persecuting and _ starving 
all the men of capacity and special 
training in the country, and. if it had 
not insisted on trying to force the ad- 
ministration of Russia into the bonds 
of a fantastic and bookish theory, it 
could have dealt with the situation far 
better than it has done.
